EDITORIAL 


THIS could be called the silly season in 
Soccer, with the top five play-offs wind- 
ing down the year, representative play- 
ers hopping on jets for Singapore, China 
and points west, club players relaxing 
and looking longingly at the beaches — 
and club treasurers checking bank ba- 
lances, wondering if they can afford 
another year in the National League or 
even State League. 

We should expect some silly sugges- 
tions during the silly season. We have 
already heard the silliest. 

At a gathering of Sydney’s top five 
clubs, called to launch the semi-final 
series, there was serious talk about re- 
faxing the traditional rules of discipline 
for players. 

The suggestion was that all players 
who had accumulated disciplinary 
points during the season should have 
the slate wiped clean. 

In other words, every player would 
start the play-offs from scratch, thus 
making it almost impossible for any to 
be suspended. 

The positive aim would have been that 
clubs could select their strongest sides 
— apart from injuries —in all matches. 
And this would make the series more 
attractive for the spectators. 

We don’t question the logic of that. 
But we do question the damage it could 
do if Soccer’s well-known bad boys sud- 
denly discovered they could hoe into the 
opposition, collect yellow cards, and run 
no risk of suspension. 

Only a few days ago, Chris Bambridge, 
one of Australia’s most respected re- 
ferees, admitted he was worried about 
the increase in bad behaviour from 
players. 


Bambridge advocated stronger discip- 
linary action from referees — with the 
red card for certain offences which now 
oy only the punishment of the yellow 
cal 


It would be incongruous, going into 
the vital top five series, for the NSL to 
Start relaxing its rules. 

Let’s be honest. Players who behave 
themselves have nothing to fear from 
referees. But players who break the laws 
deserve to be hit severely. 

If the NSL clubs are really concerned 
about the entertainment being served up 
for spectators, they should instruct their 
players to play the game cleanly without 
resorting to questionable methods. 

We watched an important match bet- 
ween two leading contenders a few 
weeks ago. 

On paper, it should have been a clas- 
sic contest. But it wasn’t. 


Almost every time a player beat an’ 


Opponent, he was tripped, or pushed, or 
kicked. 

The smooth flow of the match was 
constantly interrupted ... a story of 
free-kicks galore. And, inevitably, the 
poor old referee was criticised by the 
team coaches afterwards for “too much 
whistle.” 

Don’t these coaches realise that there 
would be hardly any whistle if their 
players obeyed the laws of the game? 


And there would be no cards — yellow 
or red — or suspensions if players play- 
ed cleanly. 

Even in the silly season, Soccer can 
do without silly suggestions designed to 
allow tough guy players to get away with 
mayhem.
